Four Major Cities in Path

PARIS, Sunday, April 8—(UP)—Three Allied Armies sprinting across the north Ger- 
man plains neared Berlin’s outer defense bastions of Hamburg, Hannover, Bremen and 
Brunswick yesterday, while the U. S. Seventh Army ripped 36 miles into the enemy’s south- 
ern flank in exploding a new offensive toward Munich, birthplace of Nazidom. 

The three northern armies were mgyving beyond the shattered Weser river line toward 
the Elbe, Berlin’s last natural defense on the west, against slight and disintegrating resistance

6 Warships---Yamato-- 
417 Planes Smashed 


GUAM, Sunday, April 8.—(#)—U. S. Navy carrier aircraft have 
smashed probably the last strong Japanese naval force, including 
the superbattleship Yamato, in the East China sea as the Nipponese 
steamed out apparently in a “panzai’” effort to turn the tide of war. 


Fleet Adm. Nimitz announced 
from his headquarters here that 
the battle was fought around noon 
yesterday Japanese time (10 p. m. 
Friday, Atlanta-time). 

The communique reported six 
Japanese warships, including the 
Yamato, and 417 enemy planes 
were destroyed in Friday and yes- 
terday sea and air actions. 

In Washington an official Navy 
spokesman said “a good 25 per 
cent of the remaining Japanese 
major combat force” was lost or 
put out of action in the engage- 
ment, 

U. S. Pacific Fleet losses were 
listed as three destroyers sunk, 
several other destroyers and small- 
er craft damaged and seven car- 
rier planes destroyed.

The advance, which put the Sev- 
enth 48 miles southwest of the 
Nazi shrine center of Nuernberg, 
was made by the 10th Armored 
Division against dissolving resist- 
ance. Dispatches said an air attack 
last week had destroyed a huge 
munitions dump at Nuernberg, 
causing an acute shortage of am- 
munition on that sector of the 
front, possibly explaining the sud- 
den Nazi collapse in an area where 
they had been fighting the hardest | 
in the west. 

In the north, Patch’s forces al- 
most surrounded the great ball- 
bearing center of Schweinfurt as it 
drove toward a junction with Pat- 
ton’s southern flank.

“Later, 
when the Berlin printing presses 
were all destroyed by bombing, 
we attempted to return the paper 
currency back to the capital.

“However, because of -blown 
bridges and the fact that Amer- 
ican armor moved s6 swiftly, we 
were unable to escape with ‘the 
paper currency and were forced 
to . .ve up the entire idea.” 

The Third Army tonight issued 
an official statement that there 
was “no verification yet on the 
captured German gold bullion be- 
cause no American actually has 
seen it. However, there is no 


question whatsoever that paper 
currency and art treasures are 
stored inside the mine.” 

It was some time before the 
American doughboys got into the 
gold vault because the Germans 
had clamped the doors closed. 
Capt. James McNamara, of Los 
Angeles, was the first to enter. 

“Gee, I never saw so much 
money in my life than when I 
walked into the room and saw 
those bags stacked up against the 
wall,” he said. 

The storage vaults were so deep 
the trip down in an elevator takes 
two or three minutes. The statues 
and paintings were in wooden 
cases with Vienna, Brussels or 
Paris stamped on them—suggest- 
ing some may contain stolen art, 
though the German civil servants 
said it all belonged to Germany 
befcve the war.

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‘Save Us, Sweden, 
Norway Begs 


LONDON, April 7.—(4)—The Norwegian government, declaring 
that a Nazi force of approximately 200,000 would make a “last des- 
perate stand,” in Norway appealed today to Sweden to drop its neu- 
trality and rescue “what can be saved” of Norway. 


“The general feeling in Nor- 
way,’ a statement issued by the 
Royal Norwegian government said, 
“seems to be that the war against 
the Germans has reached the stage 
where neutrality has become a 
mere, empty word, that both the 
Swedish people and the govern- 
ment are in fact aware of their 
moral responsibilities and are pre- 
pared to assist in saving what can 
be saved.” 

A Swedish communique issued 
yesterday said a Swedish-Norwe- 
gian volunteer association had 
been granted permission to train 
200 of its volunteers at Swedish 
military establishments.

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WHOLE COUNTRY AFFECTED 


- Negro Migration From South 
Will Follow War, Survey Finds - 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT. | 


Socio-economic implications of 
Vast importance to the southern | 
States, especially in reference to 
the postwar migration ef Negroes 
out of this section into other parts | 
of the country, appear in the lat-) 
est survey issued by the research | 
branch of the information and ed-| 
ucation division of the Army serv | 
ices forces, with headquarters at| 
Washington. This booklet bears 
the name “Postwar Migration) 
Plans of Soldiers.” | 

This survey, based upon inter- 
views with thousands of officers 
and enlisted men, both white and 
Negro, indicates a postwar migra- 
tion movement of great propor-, 
tions throughout the country. Ne- 
groes express the intention of) 
moving from the south to the east- 
north central states (Pennsyl-| 
Vania, New York, New Jersey, 
etc.), while white soldiers expect, 
to migrate in large numbers from | 
the east-north central states to the 
west coast. There will be ‘small- | 
er streams of migration to and 
from all other sections of the coun- 
try. 

SURVEY RESULTS 

In general the survey shows | 
that nine out of every ten white) 
enlisted men intend to remain in| 
the states where they lived before | 
the war, but that one out of every | 
three Negro enlisted men intends 
to move into another state. And 
since the majority of these Ne-. 
groes comes from the south, the 
indicati@hs are, according to this) 
‘gurvey, that the southern states | 
will as a result of this postwar | 
migration soon lose approximate: | 
ly one-third of its Negro popula-| 
tion. | 

Expressed in percentages, the

SOUTH LOSES | 
In the survey of the white en-. 
listed men, the south also loses 
population, but much less than in 
the case of Negroes. About 22 per 
cent of the white enlisted men 
from the south say they will mi- 
grate after the war to the east- 
north central states, while 17 per 
cent of the white soldiers from 
‘that area express an intention of 
migrating to the south. The same 
survey shows that 13 per cent of 
the white soldiers from the south 
want to “go west” after the war, 
while 4 per cent of the soldiers 
from the west have a desire to 
migrate to the south. The total 
gape of those who. desire to 
eavethe south is thus 35 per cent, 
the total percentage of those com- 
ing into the south aggregates 21 
per cent, leaving the south a net 
loss of 14 per cent in this category. 
However. in considering hese 
ficures, it is well to note the past 
experience of such movements: 
first. that when white persons 
move out of the south their fami- 
lies wually stay here, and second, 
that when Negroes migrate out of 
the south their families in time) 
usually follow them. The indica-. 
tions are that the postwar migra- | 
tion will repeat past experience | 
in this regard. 


IMPLICATIONS 

Aside frém the direct implica-’ 
tion of this survey in reference to 
the contemplated Negro migration 
out of the south, it appea that 
the indirect implications ay be! 
even more important—viz., that, 
me resitit of the migration of Ne- 
gro enlisted men dvut of the south- 
ern area. the consequent migra- 
tion of the families of such men | 
mav reduce the Negro population 
of the southern states from 6ne- 
third to one-half of its figure be- 
fore the war. That in itself may 
go a iong way to. ard relieving 
the racial pressure in this section 
of the country. 

There is another factor to this 
fituation which is of equal im- 
portance to the postwar south— 
that is, the gradual industrializa- 
tion of the southern states. This | 
movement undoubtedly will gain 
great headway when the south is | 
able to force an equalization of 
freight rates. | 

The coming of industry, to the 
south ip large volume will, if past 
experience be a guide, result in| 
the migration into the south of. 
large numbers of white persons | 
from the north. Thus, the south | 
may expect in the postwar years 
to see an out-migration of Negroes | 
and, eventually, an in-migration 
of whites. This, according to those 
familiar with the socio-economic 
factors of the situation, will be 
highly beneficial to the south, 
both as to the Negroes remaining 
in the kouth and as to the south- 
ern population in general. 
MFCHANIZATION 

There is a. present in operation 
in the south another factor which 
may serve ‘o speed up the out- 
migration of Negroes into the in- 
qustria!l regions of the north. That 
factor is the increasing mechani.

The only places of sanity found in this picturesque town of 
fairy tale fame were a dozen hospitals filled with German 
soldiers and a handful of Allied wounded, including an Ameri- 


can aviator. 


Most of the big shot Nazis had departed when the Ameri- 
cans arrived in the town, which is pretty well battered by 


American artillery fire. 


The residents said the Germans held 


a vote before the Americans attacked and a majortty of the 
civilians wanted to give up, but a few diehards kept on fighting. 

In the last three days the civilians had looted practically 
everything they could get their hands on. 

When the Americans showed up the civillans immediately 
busied themselves trying to get the Americans to arrest their 
favorite enemies on charges of being Nazis. 

“They were all crying and squealing on one another,” 
said Capt. William W. Drucker, Oak Harbor, Ohio, whose com- 
pany was one of the first to enter the town.

GEORGIAN VISITS CACHE 


Russell and Col. Joseph Tully, 
of San Antonio, Texas, assistant 
commander of the 90th Division, 
were the first officers to visit the 
mine. They were followed soon 
by Lt. Col. Frank M. Weaver, of 
Fon Du Lac, Wisc., and Maj. Wil- 
liam Skelton, Hartwell, Ga. 

“We had no trouble with either 
Rave or Vieche,” Weaver said. 
“We saw them last night and 
simply made an appointment for 
them to be at the mine this morn- 
ing and they were there.” 

Rave is a small, slim man. He 
asked the correspondent in what 
newspapers his picture would ap- 
pear after posing for a photog- 
rapher of the Army Signal Corps. 
When someone suggested that 
American art experts might come 
here to look over the paintings, 
he asked: “Will it be Valletine of 
Detroit? I know him well.” 

Another of the German guard- 
ians was Wolf Von Kurzel, an 
Austrian, who said his uncle, Dr. 


Emil Thérsch, lives in Minneap- 


olis, Minn. Von Kurzel is the law- 
yer for the mine and he acted as 
interpreter. 

“Dr. Rave says that all these 
paintings here belonged to Ger- 
many long before the war,” Kurzel 
said. “They mostly came from the 
Berlin National Gallery, the Em- 
peror Frederick Gallery, the Ger- 
man Museum, from which most of 
the etchings came, and the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts in Berlin. 
SCARED OF RUSSIANS 

“The pictures were removed 
from Berlin because the Russians 
were pushing too close.” 

Rave shrugged when asked what 
the pictures and sculptures were 
worth. 

“They’re priceless,” he said. 

Almost 200 British prisoners of 
war had been forced to work the 
salt mine until recently. One of 


these was a sergeant from Liver- 
pool. 

“I’ve been working here for the 
past two years,” he said. “I saw 
the gold coming in on trucks from 
time to time. I reckon I saw 20 
ten-ton trucks loaded to capacity 
enter the mine.” 

Viecke disputed this estimate— 
200 tons of gold. 

“The gold is stored in a room 
120 meters long and 20 meters 
wide.” he said. “The gold is in 
bars and each bar weighs 25 
pounds. The gold is piled across 
the entire floor space and is stack- 
ed three feet high. The bars are 
packed in sacks with 75 pounds 
approximately to each sack.” 


LIQUOR TREASURES, TOO 


The 90th, which is commanded 
by Brig. Gen. Herbert L. Earnest, 
of Richmond, Va., captured anoth- 
er salt mine in the neighborhood 
which contained vast quantities of 
cognac and champagne. 

It was taken there recently from 
Berlin cellars, natives said. 


In another salt mine, the 90th 
found an underground industrial 
setup so large it was called “an 
underground Ruhr.” It covered an 
approximate 10-mile area and 
worked a vast number of slaves. 
It was producing 50 per cent of 
capacity when discovered.

Dual Control 
Of Education 


But Merger Unfeasible 
At Present, Arnall Aide 
Says at Clarkesville 


By ELMO GREENE 
Constitution Staff Writer 
CLARKESVILLE, Ga., April 7. 
The Georgia university system 
and the Georgia education depart- 
ment should be combined..into a 
single unit to best serve the edu- 
cational needs of the state’s return- 
ing war veterans, M, E. Thomp- 
son, Gov. Arnall’s executive sec- 
retary, declared here last night. 
Speaking at the first anniver- 
sary celebration of the North 
Georgia Vocational Trade School 
—the only one of its kind in the 
state—Thompson said: 
“In planning an education pro- 
gram in Georgia for returning 
it is unfortunate that 


for education.” 

He hastened to add, however, 
that it would not be “feasible” 
to suggest a single system at this 
time. 

“This is true,” the former edu- 
cator pointed out, “because as re- 
cently as 1942 the people of this 
state, through an election, deter- 
mined they wanted two separate 
constitutional boards, so as to re- 
move public education as tar as 
possible from political interfer- 
ence and domination.” 

Continuing, Thompson said: 

“Any effort to change these 
boards at this time, in my opinion, 
would result in misunderstanding 
and confusion. Under the cir- 
cumstances, I think it tremen- 
dously important that the board 
of regents and the board of edu- 
cation work out co-operatively a 
program of education for return- 
ing veterans.” 

Approximately 300 persons—in- 
cluding state education officials, 
veterans’ officials and students-— 
attended an anniversary dinner. 
The dinner followed open house, 
during which the visitors inspect- 
ed the plant and the work being 
done. 

The vocational school, one of 
three authorized for Georgia, has 
an enrollment of 170 students, 27 
of whom are returned veterans 
of World War II. It offers to dis- 
abled persons courses ranging 
from refrigeration and radio to 
typing. 

Dr. Paul Munro, superintendent 
of .schools in Columbus, Ga., 
spoke, emphasizing that some 
persons are better suited for voca- 
tional training than academic edu- 
cation.

Announcing the new technique 
yesterday, the Navy said photo- 
graphs and descriptions of battle 
damage were flown to the Puget 
Sound Navy Yard at Bremerton, 
Wash., long in advance of the 
veteran escort carrier’s arrival. | 
By the time the Suwanee tied up | 
there, much of the new equip-| 
ment was ready for installation. | 

This new technique, the Asso- 
ciated Press quoted the Navy de- 
partment as saying, saved at least 
four weeks in repair and overhaul 
time.

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NEW BOOK NEWS

ONE BOOK OFTEN LEADS to another. In fact, there is arr old 
saying in academic circles that if you copy one book (without credit), 
it is plagiarism, but if you copy from three or more, it is research. 


An unusually striking illustra- 
tion of how one book has led, not 
to one other, but to many others 
is Arthur Train and his many Mr. 
Tutt stories. Literally dozens of 
these Tutt stories have appeared 
in the Saturday Evening Post and 
in book form. But the most amaz- 
ing of these—and the real reason 
for the latest opus by Mr. Train, 
“Mr. Tutt Finds a Way” (Scrib- 
ner's)—was the recent “Yankee 
Lawyer: The Autobiography of 
Ephraim Tutt.” 

This was, it will be remembered, 
@ fictional “autobiography” of a 
fictional (and fictitious) character. 
Yet as Mr. Train .points out in 


“The Best Tutt Story of All” (the: 
opening charter of his new book),|

APARTMENT IN ATHENS, By 
Glenway Westcott. Harper & 
Brothers, New York. 268 pp. 
$2.50. 


Glenway Westcott’s novel of 
German occupation of Greece pre- 
sents a story of what could have 
happened, based upon what did 
happen, with the result that read- 
ers become even more anxious to 
raise their arms against Naziism. 


The philosophy of German mili- 
tarism as it has enveloped and 
shaped the lives of its subjects 
emits through the character of 
Kaltner, an officer who moves into 
an apartment in Athens with a for- 
mer publisher—Helianos—and his 
family. 

Through obtrusive methods for- 
eign to Americanism, the officer 
dominates the home, demands the 
best, and gets it. Gradually the 
scene almost appears to change. 
Kaltner returns to Germany, finds 
his'‘own family broken up by war, 
and comes back to Athens with 
a military promotion, but a dilis- 
integrated morale.

From the present time until late 
August there will be constant 
transplanting in our victory gar- 
dens, and a study of the plants’ 
needs at this time and a study of 
a few different methods of trans- 
planting will be very valuable. 


There are three necessities: 
moisture, shade and careful han- 
dling. 

When plants which have been 
given a head start indoors are set 
in their places in the garden, care 
should be taken to avoid trans- 
planting shock, which is sometimes 
compared to the effect of an op- 
eration on a human being. 

Even though careless treatment 
may not kill a plant, it may re- 
sult in an ailing plant which will 
not recover full vigor. 
PLANTING HANDICAP 

Planting out too early is one 
cause of trouble. A plant grown 
indoors even of a hardy variety 
is likely to be somewhat soft, and 
cool weather may cause a setback 
in its growth which will sacrifice 
any advantage which an earlier 
shift to outdoors might otherwise 
have given. 

If the plant has no soil about 
its roots, broken roots should be 
cut with a sharp knife, and long 
tap roots shortened. A hole suf- 
ficiently large to contain the roots 
without crowding should be dug, 
and fine soil filled in about the 
roots, so that air pockets are ex- 
cluded and there is firm contact 
between roots and soil. If the 
soil is sufficiently loose, and fine, 
a quick method of transplanting 
is to plunge a trowel deep into 
the soil, then push the handle 
away thus opening up a hole. 
Without removing the trowel set 
the plant in this space, in contact 
with’ the soil on one side, then 
carefully remove the trowel and 
firm the soil around the roots. 


Contact between the roots and soil 


is more important than the even 
spreading out of the roots. 
SET PLANTS LOWER 

Plants should usually be set in 
the garden a little lower than they 
stood in the flat or pot. 

The trimming of leaves is no 
longer advised. ~~ planting in 
cloudy weather, or in the evening, 
wilting may be avoided. If a 
considerable area of leaves is re- 
moved the shock to the plant will 
be increased. 

In handling pot plants, or those 
started in plant bands, disturb the 
roots as little as possible. Do not 
compress the soil in which they 
are growing. This is usually moist 
and the temptation to mould it 
into a little mud ball is strong; 
but you —_ form a hard ball of 
soil from which the roots will be 
slow to emerge, with the result 
that the .plant is stunted. 

Starter solutions are popular for 
giving newly transplanted seed- 
lings a stimulant, to speed up ad- 
justment in their new home. A 
handful of your usual plant food 
stirred into a bucket of water will 
provide this. After the plant has 
been properly set in its new po- 
sition and soil firmed about it, 
pour on a cupful of this liquid 
to soak the soil in which the plant 
stands. 

Plant food also may be applied 
dry. In this ¢ase mix a _ table- 


bowl salads, and there are many 
ways to cook them; one of the best 
being to stuff them with chopped 
meat or meat substitutes. 

Early varieties can be grown 
from seed sown outdoors, after 
the ground warms up, but it is 
better to start plants indoors or 
buy them in the market. The 


|plants are very tender but may 


be planted now. 

Space the plants 18 inches apart 
in the row and give them frequent 
cultivation. They like a_ rich, 
heavy soil, but thrive in lighter 
soils if given plenty of water. 
The pepper is one plant which 
likes a bath now and then; it can 
be washed off with the hose and 
will thrive the better for it. 

They grow rapidly and once 
they begin to bear they continue 
to produce fruit until frost kills 
the plants in the fall. A dozen 
plants will usually be sufficient 
for a family of four. They have a 
long season,during which they are 
in good condition; the color 
changes from green to red and the 
vitamin A content increases with 
this change. The red peppers are 
highly decorative. 

The only insect likely to attack 
peppers is a flea beetle, which can 
be discouraged by spraying or 
dusting with nicotine sulphate. 
There are no diseases likely to 
bother. 

Hot peppers are seldom grown 
in gardens, but if you wish to try 
them the same general cultural 
methods will suffice. 

Probably our most difficult sume . 
mer vegetable to transplant is egg- 
plant. There was a time when in 
our own garden we would use 
from 18 to 24 plants to have six 
survive. As a matter of fact, six 
good eggplants would supply most 
families of four with as many egg- 
plants as they like. I finally learn- 
ed the trick of transplanting egg- 
plants. 

The best way is to start the 
plants in little 2%%-inch clay pots, 
knocking them out of these little 
pots and planting them directly 
into the garden. In this way the 
roots are not disturbed. The sec- 
ond best method is to puddle the 
roots. Puddling is covering the 
tiny roots with a poultice of thin 
clay. In a coffee can place one 
handful of red clay and enough 
water to make a thin soup. 
Promptly upon taking the egg- 
plant plants out of the coldframe 
dip the roots in this soup then 


transplant them in the usual way.

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Another Blow to Waning Jap Sea Power 


Adm. Nimitz’s announcement of the 
sinking of six Jap warships brings to a 
fitting climax what was, by both military 
and diplomatic yardsticks, the worst week 
of the war for the Japanese. 


The continuing B-z9 attacks on her 
papier-mache cities, the ease with which 
American forces have moved on Okinawa 
—a bare 325 miles from the home islands, 
the stunning denunciation of the non- 
aggression pact by Soviet Russia and the 
resignation of the harassed Koiso cabinet 
—all these have undoubtedly contributed 
to a growing realization in Japan that the 
war is definitely lost. That realization 
of impending doom must have been driven 
home with even greater force on Friday 
when remnants of the Japanese fleet were 


_ 


caught and’ smashed a mere fifty miles 
from Japan proper. 

Loss of the Yamoto, largest remaining 
battlewagon in the Nipponese navy, is a 
terrific blow to dwindling Japanese naval 
strength. Its sinking, coupled with the 
simultaneous destruction of two cruisers 
and three destroyers, leaves little in the 
way of a formidable force for the protec- 
tion of the Jap home islands against the 
impending invasion. Moreover, the de- 
struction of nearly four hundred of its 
planes can hardly be calculated to bolster 
the strength of the already decimated Jap- 
anese air force. 

The war in the Pacific approaches its 
climax quite rapidly, much more so than 
even the most optimistic dared hope a few 
short months ago. :

This year’s campaign, under the guid- 
ance of National Chairman Eric A. John- 
ston, is seeking five million dollars with 
which to carry on this great work. This 
is several times the $750,000 raised last 
year but it is not disproportionate to the 
magnitude of the fight which must be 
waged against the disease which is cur- 
rently killing 165,000 Americans every 
single year. 


Throughout Georgia solicitations for 
funds are currently being made by men 
and women who have been awakened to 
the urgent need for conquering the killer 
which currently takes such an awesome 
toll.

The Post Recognizes Progress in Georgia 


Georgia’s efforts at governmental re- 
form continue to attract nationwide at- 


‘tention. 


Leading newspapers and national mag- 
azines have been generous in their praise 
of the transformation which is taking place 
within our borders. Typical of this com- 
ment is the following editorial from Thurs- 
day's edition of the Washington Post: 


“Georgia is receiving many compli- 
ments these days on the progressive poli- 
cies that state is inaugurating. No better 
evidence of her devotion to rational re- 
forms is available than the revision of the 
68-year-old state constitution. The Coun- 
cil of State Governments reports that the 
modernized constitution drafted by special 
committee after a year of study has been 
adopted by the legislature at Atlanta and 
will be submitted to Georgia voters in 


August. 


“The legislature had previously voted 
to abolish the undemocratic poll tax. That 


achievement is now confirmed in the new 
constitution. Discarded also is the “grand- 
father clause” of the old constitution re- 
quiring a voter to be a descendant of a 
veteran of some war and to own 40 acres 
and amule. New provisions set up a state- 
wide merit system, with safeguards against 
the dismissal of state employes for political 
or religious reasons; create a veterans’ 
service board to look after the interests of 
Georgians released from the armed forces; 
provide for election of a lieutenant gover- 
nor; open the way for more home rule in 
Georgia cities and counties; and increase 
the membership of the supreme court from 
six to seven judges to avoid 3-3 decisions. 


“We do not know the details of these 
provisions. But we think this effort to 
modernize the machinery of local govern- 
ment is salutary evidence of virility in our 
federal system. Progressive and energetic 
Gov. Arnall and his followers are setting 
an example that many other states in the 
south, north and west would do well to 
emulate.”

Over Bagdad, 
En Route to Tehran 


TEHRAN, Iran—(By Mail)—When our huge 

plane had thundered down the runway at Cairo, 

; its engines giving off a thin, steady whine, and 

risen into the air, I sat back and closed my eyes, plotting the trip in 

my mind. It was dark, being just after midnight, and one of the 
crew had come back to identify cities by night. 

Some of them, and the desert. I had seen by day. But it was 
new to see the Suez Canal at night, the moon on its thin ribbon 
looking much too small -to float a ship. And somehow it was in- 
congruous to see Jerusalem as a great sea of lights. A few days 
before I had seen, from a plane, the white and pink of its houses 
and roofs. Now, it was a blaze of lights. It was incongruous, 
somehow, ,to see it so. Jerusalem stays in the mind as the city of 
the Bible and it looks so by day, except in its busiest streets. But 
to see it as ihe lights of a modern city was queer. 


After that I took a blanket and left my bucket seat to stretch 


out on top of a great stack of aluminum sheetings. In 10 minutes 
I was asleep and it was just at dawn that the friend in the crew 
shook me and said, “Bagdad.” 

I simply rolled over and looked out a window. The desert was 
for the moment, far away. Here was the green valley watered by 
the Euphrates and the Tigris. And here. on the Tigris, was the flat 
dun-colored city of Bagdad, its roofs pink and purple and yellow 
in the first rays of the sun. It looked utterly dead and there was 
no sign of life from it. That was to be my only sight of it. but a 
friend had told me it was not the city of romance which old tales 
had made it. Nevertheless, I yearned for it, seeing it there in the 
great lazy bends of the river. 

I munched a cold sandwich and ate a hard-boiled egg and won- 
dered how the coffee was down there in Bagdad. Good, I knew. 
Deserts There was more desert. By now I have flown over 

miles and miles of desert. I never quite understood 
the utter bleakness of a desert. I never before quite understood the 
desolation and lach of life which a desert connotes. To fly above 


it and see its sand and dune unfold is frightening and dismaying, 


To know that once much of it blossomed and bloomed before man 
Came with war and sheep and goats, the three great destroyers, 
adds to the dismay. 

We flew on and, finally, in the great foothills of the Zagros 
Mountains, my friend came and pointed and said. “Hamadan.” 
There below us was a city, dun and mud-yellow and gray in the 
morning sun. I had done some reading before the journey and so 
I thrilled to see Hamadan. Queen Esther and Mordecai and very 
likely Daniel had visited there. The city dates back 6,000 years. 
It was more than 4,000 years old when the great event occurred at 
Bethlehem, not so many hundred miles away. Legend has it the 
city was founded by-the great-grandson of Noah. It first was 
called “Amadana” and it meant “‘the meeting place of many ways.” 
It was the axis of many camel caravan routes. By Bible times it 
was called Achmetha and the ancient Greeks knew it as Ekbatna. 
It was the capital of many great dynasties. Today it is a city of 
about 100,000 persons. The history and the tombs of it are its 
greatest claims to fame today. | 


Tehran We flew on and at last there was Tehran, the smoke 

of its industries about it and over it. We had flown 
over the Zagros mountains at 13,000 feet. They are rugged and 
awesome, torn and slashed into jagged peaks and great desolate 
valleys. There was snow on them, but they were not as awesome 
as the Taurus mountains in Turkey. 

It seemed to me the plane had to fly around and around inside 
the mountains, something like flying into the neck of a bottle, but 
they said it was not nearly so bad. It just seemed so. 

Tehran ‘is not an old city. It became the capital in 1788. It 
has many modern, beautiful buildings, and it is developing slowly 
but surely. The university is here and there is much to see. Not 
the least is. -the grandeur of the mountains which rim the city, 
snow-capped throughout the year while Tehran enjoys summer 
heat. They take on a color at sunset which is something new. 
There is some quality in their rocks which makes them turn the 
most startling purple. The purple is of many shades from deep 
purple to light. 

Its streets are cosmopolitan. Here are the English, American 
and Russian uniforms. At an Italian restaurant a night ago we 
counted nine nationalities. In one room where a private party was 
on there was the music of an accordion and the Russians sang. In 
the main room Americans chattered and ate huge plates of spaghetti 
and beef Strogonoff. : 

At the airport there are the Russian planes with the red star, 
American planes with the white star and British with their circles. 


Camels, donkeys, American automobiles (which alone have the 
power for these mountain roads) are on the streets. To “Camel 
Town” come the camel caravans, bringing all sorts of things, In- 
cluding baskets of fish from the Caspian sea, 90 miles away. Live 
sheep, kids and lambs are to be seen bartered on the streets. The 
streets are almost as bizarre, to Western eyes, as those of Cairo, 


Almost, but not quite.

As War Memorials 


It is a proper and laudable human custom to 

create memorials to our honored dead. . Those 

) whose contributions, while alive, to the better- 

ment of mankind we strive to perpetuate in memory by creating or 

erecting some lasting symbol to bear their names and the record 
of their accomplishments. | 

There are none who are so worthy of memory perpetuation 
than those who die in battle, in defense of the things we hold 
sacred, in order that. our descendants may continue to live as free 
men determining the courst of their own affairs. 

We see, today, in almost every town and city, shafts honoring 
the memory of the men who thus died in wars of days gone past. 
Some of these, to be sure, are more eyesore than decoration, from 
the artistic view, but to those who understand their purpose makes 
noble their outlines and we do not see the material crudity because 
the spiritual symbolism reaches into our hearts. 

In a few years from now we shall be, each in our own com- 
munity, seeking to create a fitting memorial to the men who are 
today dying on the battlefields of Europe and on the distant waters 
and islands of the. Pacific. 

A suggestion has been made, and is.sponsored by the U. S. 
Forest Service, that there could be no more fitting nor beautiful 
memorial to these, our own who make the supreme sacrifice, than 
community forests. Such forests would be living, growing testi- 
monials to the honor we hold for all our sons whose names shall 
forever be listed beside a golden star. ~

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memorial forests could be 
and maintained by the 
community on some fitting mound or near-by land, where they 
would, in time, become groves of stately trees, beneath whose 
shade the generations to come would walk and remember the men 
who made possible their pleasant ways of life. 

These forests could, too, serve valuable purpose. Planted and 
developed in proper location, they could turn worthless, eroded 
soil into rich land, they could halt, in strategic place, the surface 
flow of water that washes away for great areas the topsoil and 
that leaves deep gullies and wasted land. 

They could, even, in some circumstances, 
the community. 

Like the Newnan city forest. Not that the Newnan forest was 
established as a memorial. It wasn't. It was established for a 
very real and a very urgent need. It was begun 40 years ago, to 
provide and safeguard the water supply of the growing town. But 
its value, its beauty and its development today can well. make it 
serve as example of what can be done in other communities. And 
it emphasizes the suggestion of community forests as the best and 
most fitting local memorials to our war dead. 

The Newnan city forest is actually the water- 


Watershed Area shed area which provides the city with its 
water. Back in 1904 Newnan’s water supply came from deep 
wells, in the hills some two miles south of the little town. Realiz- 
ing that the life and growth of the community was dependant 
upon a pure, continuous and ample water supply, the citizens au- 
thorized, in that year, the formation of the Newnan Water and 
Light Commission. 

At the start, in 1904, 
Gradually it has acquired 
until today it owns 800 acres, 
area. 

The vital clue to the success of the has been the 
planting, maintaining and development of trees’ until today all that 
area is forest covered, with the exception of+a 35-acre reservoir 
lake, a small acreage of public park and the necessary roadways 
and firebreaks. 

There has been revenue from the forest, too, through the pulp- 
wood taken through necessary thinning and the removal of the de- 
fective, crooked and weakest trees. Some day in the future the 
trees that now stand straight and strong will provide revenue 
when they reach saw timber size. , 

Newnan thus has an ample and an excellent water supply. 
She has, too, a valuable forest property, a delightful recreation area. 

Perhaps your town does not need a community forest. because 
of its water supply, as did Newnan. But any town could be proud 
of a war memorial as beautiful as is the Newnan city forest.

‘Public Relations’ 
Bureaus Unlimited 


_ This is a discussion of ‘bureaus of public ad- 
ministrations and state employes who are paid 
well to tell the people what is going on in state 

government, and about publications and news services which do 
and do not have Gov. Arnall’s support. Apparently few persons 
know that Georgia has a bureau of public administration. Or, in 
fact, two such bureaus, with two directors, and a couple of other 
state employes who, working independent of each other and apart 
from these bureaus, perform the service of informing the people. 
The idea of the bureaus is to serve as an office of information for 
the public, and even to do research work for state departments and 
the legislature. . 

Dr. L. V. Howard heads the bureau of public administrati 
Athens, which works with the University of Georgia. It mrt 
the dual purpose of aiding the people and training students in 
public administration. Howard receives $6,000 a year for heading 
this bureau and directing the agricultural and industrial develop- 
ment board. At state capitol, Nelson Shipp, assistant director of 
conservation (in charge of mining, forestry and parks) spends 
much of his time writing news (free) for weekly newspapers. He 
receives $4,750 annually. A few days ago a hostess was installed 
at the capitol to hand out information to visitors. 


~ Now a full-fledged department at the state 
The Major Bureau capitol has assumed the new name of 
Bureau of Public Administration, with its own director. Formerly 
comprising the nucleus for the big agricultural and industrial de- 
velopment board, this staff served as an Atlanta office for the 
board when it was formally launched in Athens several months 
ago. Today a new sign, Bureau of Public Administration, adorns 
its doors. From the pay schedule, this obviously is ‘the principal 
informational bureau. Basil Stockbridge, the director, gets $5,000 
annually; Staff Consultant DeWitt Roberts gets $4,500: Field 
Representative Sid Williams gets $3,300; two secretaries get $1,800, 
and one gets $1,560. Stockbridge said his bureau is not a news 
dispensing agency, such as Mr. Shipp handles. He said that the 
weekly mimeographed sheet of statehouse gossip signed by “James 
Myron” and sent to newspapers was put out by his associates as 
part of their private enterprise, and not as a state service. 
The distinction between the private

Arnall heard that Shipp’s 
copy in the GPA had indorsed Arnall for a second term. He called 
Shipp in. Shipp quickly pointed out that the story was written 
and distributed not by GPA but by GPS—Gilreath Press Service, a 
private clipping service. When a new monthly political magazine 
made its appearance, Gov. Arnall declared that contrary to an im- 
pression circulating about the capitol he had nothing whatsoever 
to do with this publicatfén. He made sure the editor was no longer 
on the state pay_roll. “As long as the newspapers are friendly to 
me, I certainly will not enter the newspaper business,” “he com- 
mented. 

While the Governor very. clearly disowned the new monthly 
political organ, some state officials patronize the weekly mimeo- 
graphed gossip sheet distributed by employes of the new Bureau 
of Public Administration . patronize it apparently under the 
mistaken impression that it is sanctioned by Arnall. These state 
employes could legally obtain funds from the budgets of various 
departments for their private press service, in addition to. ren- 
dering free service to the departments as reprgsentatives of the 
public administration bureau. While it wouldn’t be cricket to 
charge an ambitious state official cash to put his name in the paper, 
it is okay for the same state official to use taxpayers’ money in 
his budget to subscribe to clippings of newspapers which reprint 
this mimeograph gossip sheet which did mention the state offi- 
cial’s name in a favorable light. Weekly mimeographed services 
have various ways of financing themselves, but it may be that 
this particular one is financed by outright sale of its news value 
to newspapers, although that doesn’t sound very lucrative. But 
it can be confusing to state officials. Perhaps the author or au- 
thors should wear tags identifying themselves as “James Myron™ 
when they call on the state departmental heads in their private 
business capacity, and other tags when they appear on behalf of 
the state-financed Public Administration Bureau,

It is very easy—with our.armies ; our own forces r@ach and endeavor 


rushing so swiftly into the heart 
of Germany against gradually col- 
lapsing opposition, presaging, per- 
haps, an early capitulation of the 
Nazi regime—for the American 
public to take an overly optimistic 
attitude in the matter of Japan’s 
defeat. On all sides one hears talk 
of reconversion of this or that in- 
dustry to peacetime pursuits; war 
workers are discussing postwar 
jobs, citizens making ready to en- 
ter private enterprises within a 
short space of time. Such hopes, 
judging by all the cards laid down 
presently on the Pacific tables of 
war, are utterly foolish, V-J day is, 
assuredly, a long way off. 


To begin with, Japan's inner 
empire comprises more than 730,- 
000 square miles—an area equal 
to three times the size of Germany. 
Japan’s army, now at its greatest 
strength since the start of the war, 
is approximately the size, if not 
larger, as all our overseas forces— 
4,500,000 men, It is true that we 
have taken back a few islands in 
the Pacific, and captured several 
of Japan’s own, yet Japanese 
losses in organized formations of 
her army have, perhaps, been 
more than offset by the creation of 
new units and the reconstruction 
of old ones. 


American and British operations 
in the Pacific have actually met 
up with or!y a pitifully small por- 
tion of Japan’s army. While plac- 
ing ground forces considered vi- 
tally necessary for the security of 
the perimeter of her homeland de- 
fenses, the really great strength of 
her army lies within her inner 
zone. These important strategic 
reserves will be employed to the 
last degree of Japan’s ability as

Last June, in the invasion of 
Normandy, distances were com- 
puted in scores of miles; at most, 
in a hundred or so miles. The vast 
distances in the Pacific theater of 
war present quite another, and a 
far more hazardous, problem, for 
in the war against Japan every- 
thing must be reckoned not in the 
hundreds, but thousands of miles. 


Pearl Harbor, our main Pacific 
supply base, is 3,400 miles from 
Tokyo. Any supplies which we 
send through the Panama Cana! 
must travel 8,800 miles across the 
Pacific to reach Japan proper. 
From San Francisco they must 
travel 7,164 miles to reach recentiy 
captured Manila. Our forces must 
be constantly fed and clothed, 


‘equipped with guns and ammuzni- 


tion, medicines and vaccines. Our 
vast navy in those waters must be 
refueled, kept in battle-top condi- 
tion. There can be no letup in the 
continuous flow of these supplies. 

The type of fighting for which 
Japan is famous has already 
shown our forces the long and 
bloody road which lies ahead. We 
must annihilate, not capture the 
Jap; we must blast him out of 
every pillbox and foxhole, dig him 
out of every cave, shoot him out 
of every coconut palm, strike him 
down in the fastnesses of every 
jungle. Even against overwhelm- 
ing odds he has proven to us that 
he will not give up; therefore we 
must eradicate him, not by battal- 
ions or divisions, but literally one 
by one. 

There are no paved rohds. nb 
easy-going footpaths through jun-: 
gles or over mountainous terrains 
of the Pacific islands. Our men 
must build them with their own 
brawn and sweat, thrust pathways 
deep into these fever-ridden. in- 
sect-infested reaches of earth. Only 
our men and machines can do this 
work; materials must be delivered 
On time, along with the proper 
number of men, following up land- 
ing operations. These must be ac- 
complished with split-second tim- 
ing. | , 

It will be wise, barring some 
world-shaking event in the Jap- 
anese theater, to remember these 
facts on V-E day. When the flags

OF DIXIE 


By RUTH STANTON COGILL, 


Dog shows are in the bag now, 
but bags are mighty flimsy these 
days. Only the holding of local 
shows will be permitted and this 
with the O. K, of local ODT otf- 
ficials. At the annual meeting of 
the American Kennel Club recent- 
ly, the following action was ap- 
proved: 

“During the time dog shows are 


rying the usual schedule of points 
shall be allowed at shows wnere 
American-bred and Open classes 
shall be given, provided such 
shows are held in conformity 
| with the requirements of the War 
Committee on Conventions.” 


Show-giving clubs should con- 
tact their local ODT regarding re 
quirements of the War Committee 
on Conventions. Premium 1j\sts 
and catalogs must carry the fol- 
lowing notice: 

“This show is held in conformi- 
ty with the requirements of the 
War Committee on Conventions 
(enforcing agency of the Fred 
Vinson, Director of War Mobili- 
zation Committee).” 

This AKC ruling puts a new 
angle on things. The rules on 
points state that there must be 
an <American-Bred and Open 
classes to. allow points, but the 
Open class has always been in- 
terpreted as meaning OPEN— 
with absolutely no _ restrictions. 
And now there will be restric- 
tions if entries are limited to dogs 
within a radius of 25 or 50 miles, 
Some years ago, this interpreta- 
tion was used when some of the 
southern clubs asked to have 
shows in which entries were lim- 
ited to dogs south of the Mason- 
Dixon line. The ruling at that 
time was that no points would be 
allowed inasmuch as the Open 
class would be restricted. 
fact that the present restrictions 
is a government one and a war- 
time emergency puts a new slant 
on things and is a legitimate ex- 
cuse for the present setup. 

However, it has been stressed 
that the present _ruling will be 
lifited as soon as conditions will] 
permit and the general feeling igs 
that by midsummer, many points 
which are now hazy, will be clear- 
ed up. And, if the war in Europe 
continues in its stride, it won't be 
long before the “all clear” signal 
is sounded.

cinema and stage plays which were praised and pummeled by the 
newspaper first nighters, representing the New York dailies. 

Now is “The Barretts” a good play or a bad one? ... Does 
Katharine Cornell’s performance measure up to the best stand- 
ards of the Broadway theater? . What about “Tonight and 
Every Night,” does it compare favorably with other musicals? 

After reading the opinions of the New York critics I’d have to 
admit I just don’t know. . .. Some of them say it is not a melo- 
drama, but a comedy; a melodrama, but not a comedy, a classic, 
a dated costume piece, a shoddy vehicle, a mere dramatized bi- 
ography, an apocryphal tale of trite and unauthenticated love 
affair, a legend of the modern theater, a dated has-been, a wash- 
erwoman’s holiday, a glowing 19th century romance and a lack- 
luster bore. . 

What a play! 

If “The Barretts” were all these things rolled into one, it 
would certainly be a wonder to behold. . ..

SOUTH GEORGIA WOMEN 

South Georgia Methodist wom- 
en of the Woman's 4Society of 
Christian Service within the 
bounds of the South Georgia an- 
nual conference during the fiscal 
year just closed overpaid their 
pledge of $60,500 for mission 
work in the sum of $20,484.21, at- 
taining a grand total of all 
moneys raised for all purposes of 
$141,105.89. Membership in the 
women’s societies in the southern 
section of the state is placed at 
11.693 in the 358 local societies 
reported. This is an increase of 
14 new local societies for the year 
and an increase of 1,185 in mem- 
bership. Per capita giving by the 
women is reported at $6.53. 

Pledges made a year ago for 
support of mission work by the 
woman's division in the eight dis- 
tricts, together with the amount 
in overpayment, are as follows: 
Americus district pledge, $7,310, 
with overpayment of $810; Colum. 
bus district, $8,659, with excess of 
$2,659; Dublin district, $4,526, and 
$526; Macon district, $13,887, with 
overplus of $3,887; Savannah dis- 
trict, $11,387, and $2,387; Thomas- 
ville district, $12,093, and $3,595; 
Valdosta district, $13,053, and 
$3,553; Waycross district, '$9, 570, 
and $2, 570. Grand total of pledges 
assumed for the coming year is 
$55,000. 

Officiai headquarters of the 
women’s annual conference in the 
southern half of the state are lo- 
cated in Albany, with Mrs. C. C. 
Sapp as president, Mrs. W. R. 
Bragg as treasurer, and Mrs. C. J. 
Newman as recording secretary. 
Mrs. Slater Wright, conference 
secretary, resides at Cairo, and 
Mrs. George Matthews, honorary 
president, resides at Fort Valley. 


RIGHTING A WRONG 


The Rev. Clarance A. Hall, 
agent for the North Georgia Con- 
ference board of superannyate 
homes, is working, 24 hours a day 
In an effort to correct a situation 
that is said to be very unfair. His 
determined effort just now is for 
the conference to make. equal and 
impartial provision of homes for 
all retired preachers and widows 
of deceased preachers in the adop- 
tion of a plan that thus provides 
for all on the same impartial 
basis. 


i 

The conference board, as of to- 
day, owns 41 superannuate homes, 
and furnishes occupants for four 
other homes belonging to local 
boards of trustees. As of today, 22 
preachers and 18 widows of de- 

preachers are provided 
homes. by the conference board, 

while 37 retired preachers and 87 
widows of deceased preachers have 
no provision made for them what- 
soever. 

Hall's plan for equal provision 
Was presented to the annual con- 
ference last fall, and will come up 
for final adoption this fall. His 
pian to give equal help to all is as 
follows: instead of furnishing each 
minister and each widow a home, 
each one will be furnished a stipu- 
lated sum each month by the 
board? which sum is to be used in 
paying house rental, and giving 
each person the privilege of se- 
curing his own home. 

Should recipients of the $15 
monthly allowance live in a home 
owned by the conference, the $15 
will be credited on the monthly 
rental value of the home occupied 
as agreed upon and the balance to 
be paid by the occupant. Should 
the recipient of the $15 monthly 
allowance live in his own home, 
he will receive the $15 monthly 
allowance just the same. 

Funds to guarantee the monthly 
allotments will be derived from a 
common fund, created by the pay- 
ment of $3 monthly by all confer- 
ence members who will participate 
in the plan. The plan provides 
that only those conference mem- 
bers who participate in the plan 
will be eligible to receive the 
monthly benefits of $15 for re- 
tired ministers and $8 for minis- 
ters’ widows. 

This plan, presented last fall, 
equalizes the home provision work 
in such a way that all share and 
share alike.

The conference sent a letter 
to the War Labor Board saying 
much the same thing as Van 
Horn’s statement to the press. The 
letter spoke of a belief that “it 
may be possible by Monday night, 
April 9, to reach an agreement, 
at least in principle, on all con- 
troversial points.” 

It promised the WLB that the 
conference would advise “not lat- 
er than. Monday evening whether 
or not an agreement has been 
reached.”

Dewey himself would undoubtedly refuse 
to agree with this statement. He would want 
proof. He is a broad-shouldered, genial gentle- 
man with hazel eyes and thinning brown hair. 
He would rather be caught dead than making 
an unqualified forecast. But he doesn’t mind 
talking about his own plans for tomorrow. 

**I’m preparing for a boom till ’47, then 
a crash lasting several years,’ he says. 
soberly. Then he grins, “And extra good 
salmon fishing in ’53.”’ 

He speaks of the future with an “if” always 
in his mouth — “if the cycles of the past con- 
tinue.”” But one look at his office convinces 
you they probably will. The walls are lined 
with documents and charts tracing cycles 
back for centuries. Even the window sill 
plants are cyclic — Mexican iris that all 
bloom at once, all die at once, at exactly one- 
week intervals. 


Why a Depression?” 

IF 17 hadn't been for the crash of '29, Dewey, 
partment of Commerce, would probably 
never have looked twice at a cycle. © . 
. He went to economists, asked: “Why do 
we have a depression?” Every one answered; 
every one differently. Dewey decided that 
even when you don’t know “why,” you can 
do something about it if you can find out 
“‘when.”” He accepted the directorship of the 
Foundation for the Study of Cycles. 

Already the Foundation he directs has 
made a start towards its goal of forecasting 
for business, crops and health. It’s not hocus- 
pocus. The Foundation serves as a clearing 
house for more than a thousand scientists all

over the world who are investigating cycles. 

“Get enough evidence that they’re no hit- 

* and-miss affairs,”” says Dewey, “‘and you can 

predict the course of cycles as surely as the 

tide. Only you’ve ‘got to be darn sure you've 
got plenty of evidence.” 

Take the case of the Canadian lynx, for 
example.

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70,000, then slump to 4,000, with peaks about 
every nine-and-two-thirds years. Ever since 
1750 that pattern has repeated itself. 

Dewey can tell you dozens of such stories. 
Remember the floods of '42? In 1939 he sus- 
pected they were coming. Why? Years before, 
a goateed scientist in tweed overcoat and cap, 
Prof, Edwin L. Moseley, tramped the Ohio 
and Allegheny River valleys looking for old 
stumps. He found two white oaks in Ohio 
and two hemlocks in Pennsylvania that were 
growing two years after Columbus sailed to 
America. From their rings, narrow in dry 
years, wide in wet ones, he discovered a 
weather cycle of 90.4 years, predicted the 
'42 floods. 

What’s ahead for you? Rain east of the 
Mississippi this fall and next winter. Perhaps 
floods again in the spring of °46. Then a 
severe drought in many states during °46 
and most of '47. But no “Dust Bow!l”’ till 
1975. Storm centers tend to cross the country 
every six days and 18 hours. 


Watch Out For ’47 


Lixe weather, diseases revolve in cycles. 
Flu and pneumonia hit their peak every three 
years; diphtheria, every seven; measles, every 
two; whooping cough, every 41 months. In 
Bombay the plague strikes at intervals of 
exactly one year and four days. 

Why not let the facts warn you? Have 
Junior inoculated against diphtheria before 
the next upswing. It’s due in 1950. Watch 
your own health in ’47. Flu will be bad then 
— “if the cycles continue,” Dewey would 
add. 

What causes these rhythmic patterns? No- 
body knows, really. Dr. C. G. Abbot, of the 
Smithsonian Institution, hunted a reason for 
weather cycles, found a cycle in solar radia- 
tion that he believes affects weather. 

Yale’s Ellsworth Huntington, in his forth- 
coming book “Mainsprings of Civilization,” 
announces that ups and downs in atmospheric 
electricity correspond to business cycles; ups 
and downs in atmospheric ozone swing to the 


nine-and-two-thirds year cycle of animal life. 
Cycles can help your busmess, too. Dewey 
knows. Back in 1941, his phone rang. It was 
the superintendent of his 4,000-acre estate 
in western Pennsylvania. “Boss, I’ve been 
checking supplies. We need a heap of things, 
new trucks, tires, chains, pipes, gear.”’

The list grew. Dewey hesitated. Cycles 
showed prices almost at their low. But what 
of the war? Would it shatter the rhythm? 
Dewey followed the cycles. He bought. You 
know what happened: Prices are still rising. 

Don’t get the wrong idea of Dewey. He 
is no cold-blooded chartist. He saw his only 
son, Ned, off to the Navy one year ago. His 
daughter, Barbara, is a junior at Smith Col- 
lege. His wife, Catherine, knits for the Red 
Cross, is active in war work. So is he. 

But cycles are his absorbing passion. When 
Barbara was 12 she wrote a theme: “Fathers 
are a pain in the neck. All they say is ‘Don’t 
do this.’”” Dewey immediately set out to 
establish the rhythm of his remarks. He went 
to the kitchen, raided his wife’s bean jar. 
“Every time I bawl you out, Barbie,”’ he 
said, “‘I’ll put a bean in my right-hand pocket. 
Every time I say something nice, Ill put 
one in my left. You’ll see. I’m not so bad 
as you think.’’ Three days later he quit 
— Barbara was right. 

At home in Riverside, Conn., Dewey runs 
a V-garden according to cycles. How come? 
“Tent caterpillars are a plague every ten 
years or so,”” he says. ““Years that are likely 
to be bad I knock the egg masses off the trees. 
Other times I don’t bother.” 

Many animals follow ups and downs when 
it comes to population. Years ago, Prof. 


William Hamilton, of Cornell University, 
noticed mice were overrunning Ithaca, N. Y., 
cellars. He kept a census, discovered they 
multiply to scourge proportions every presi- 
dential election year. “Pure coincidence, of 
course,’ says Dewey. 

Cycles even affect us human beings. Pro- 
fessor Huntington studied birth records of 
famous people. His findings: Great American 
educators, writers and philosophers tend to be 
born in February, March and April. Artists, 
musicians and actors in October and Novem- 
ber. Industrialists, statesmen and generals 
from October to January. But May, June and 
July are poor birth months for any kind of 
genius. “I was born in May,” says Dewey. 

Huntington investigated millions of birth 
and death records, came up with this startler: 
If you were born in January, February, 
March or April, chances are you will live 
two years longer than people born in 
July, August or September. 

Even your moods rise and fall in cycles. 
Your weight, too, shifts rhythmically. So 
don't be upset if you lose weight in February, 
gain in September. Most people do. 

As for clothes, women’s fashions shift from 
tubular to bell to bustle styles every 35 years. 
Bustles are on the way back now — but 
they’re not due till 1970. 


Rhythms Affect Business 


A pozen different rhythms may affect your 
business. Out of 500 businesses studied, about 
half tended to follow a 41l-month cycle. 
Others follow cycles of about 9, 24 or 33 
months. Still others react to half a dozen 
patterns at once. 

Detecting these rhythms often can spell 
success or failure to a firm. One dress goods 
house planned to plunge a small fortune in 
rayons and velvets. One look at its cycle — 
and it stopped. Its business was saved. 

Then there’s the story of Westinghouse. 
Back in 1935, executives learned their busi- 
ness swayed to the 4l-month pajtern. They 
foresaw a downswing in 37, put off expendi- 


tures. In '38, despite the nation-wide depres- 
sion, they boldly spent $10,000,000. 

Warning businesses of such ups and downs 
is One way the Foundation raises money for 
its assists to scientists. Dewey is the man who 
scares up the cash, keeps the Foundation run- 
ning. 


“Jack-of-all-trades’’ 


Dewey describes himself as “really only a 
Jack-of-all-trades, not a scientist."’ His col- 
leagues disagree. They consider him a better 
scientist than many a man with a Ph.D. 

He was graduated from Harvard cum laude 
in 1920; was market analyst for the U.S. 
Rubber Company; headed his own mortgage 
company; was assistant secretary of Presi- 
dent Hoover’s Banking and Industrial Com- 
mittee and a consultant of the National 
Association of Manufacturers. But what 
interests Dewey most is the purely scientific 
side of cycles. . 

Especially fascinating is Dr. Raymond H. 


Wheeler’s great study of. civilization. In 
Wheeler’s tables are the records of 1,600 years. 
There is a relation between climate and cul- 
ture. In every instance, upswings from cold 
to warm match Renaissance periods. 

What’s coming according to Wheeler? A 
cold trough about 1980, then a rise to warmer 
climate. So look for civil wars and revolutions 
in the next 30 years. Then a great era of 
reconstruction with a revival of democracy 
and international tolerance. 

At last, around 2000 A.D., a new Golden 
Age. 
“Might be fun to check up on it then,” 
says Dewey with a grin. The End

Pasta Faggioli costs little, tastes good 


From Mrs. La Guardia 
we bring to you this 


unusual bean recipe 


INATRAS may come and go, but 
to New York City housewives 
radio’s number-one glamor boy is 
Mayor Fiorello H. La Guardia, 
who insures them a fair share of 
the edibles for the three squares 
daily and at budget-buy levels. 
Here’s a Mayor whose hobby ts 
rib-sticking food and not fancy 
eating. That's why he gospels bet- 
ter nutrition into the millions of 
ears behind the millions of mouths 
on his food-buying island where 
more food is marketed daily per 
capita than ariy;place in the world. 
Down with food snobbery, is 
a frequent text for his ser- 
mons. Buy what's cheap and 
abundant, eat what's avail- 
able, he counsels. You can't buy 
rib roast? Then serve the oxtail. If 
you can’t afford asparagus, make 
cabbage king. You can't find a 
piece of stew meat? Remember 
the meat power of beans to jack 
up short protein. 


He Talks Recipes 


Mayor La Guarpia talks nutri- 
tion in a woman's own terms; 
he talks recipes. Speak of beans, 
a greedy glint lights his eye. He’s 
thinking, you bet, of Pasta Faggi- 
oli, a dish of baritone flavors he 
loved as a boy and enjoys to this 
day when he dares break his diet. 

Pasta Faggioli is an old Italian 
dish, its ingredients worthy sub- 
stitutes for scarce meat and pota- 
toes. Beans and noodles play the 
lead roles, with just enough meat 
to give the mixture rich flavor. 
A balanced meal in a bowl, a meal 
to cook in one pot, the cost but a 
pittance, ingredients to serve six 
come around 70 cents. 

In Italy rich man, poor man eat 
of the homely Pasta Faggioli. Our 
GI Joes fork it down in one or 
another of its half a hundred vari- 
ations. Pasta Faggioli is a dish 
richly seasoned by long years of 
argument about its preparation. 

Some insist that beans must be 
cooked with a ham bone laden 


with generous shreds of the meat. 
Others favor salt pork or a square 
of fat bacon. It’s a nice job turned 
out with escarole, but spinach, 
almost any green, can pinch hit. 
The recipe given here is from Mrs. 
La Guardia’s kitchen, a wartime 
version of the dish using salt pork 
and onions in lieu of the ham. 


Pasta Faggiecli 


2 cups kidney beans 

\¢ pound salt pork, diced 

2 onions, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 tablespoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

2 bunches escarole 

4 pound noodles or macaroni, 

broken 

Wash and pick over beans. Soak 
overnight in cold water. Drain 
and cover with two quarts of fresh 
water. Cube salt pork and sauté 
with onions and garlic until golden, 
then add to the beans with the 
seasonings. Cover and simmer two 
hours or until the beans are almost 
tender. Add escarole, washed and 
chopped, and enough boiling water 
to cover. Next mix in the noodles, or 
use the macaroni, broken into inch 
lengths, and cook until the greens 
tender. At this point the noodles 
should be al dente, meaning cooked 
just sufficiently firm to be felt 
“‘under the tooth.”’ Yield: six por- 
tions for six hungry men. The dish 
should be in stewlike consistency. 
Serve it in soup bowls with table- 
spoon and fork. Pass Italian bread 
sticks. 

It’s a meal, says His Honor, 
with a anort for our suggestion 
of a salad. But salad, we say. 
Perhaps a bow! of chopped vegeta 
bles combining peppers, tomatoes, 
celery, onions, radishes to toss with 
this tangy dressing: Combine \& 
cup salad oil, two teaspoons lemon 
juice, one teaspoon salt, 44 tea- 
spoon freshly ground pepper, a 
dash of cayenne, one hard-cooked 
egg chopped, 1 teaspoon chopped 
scallions, four chopped fillets of 
anchovy, 4 teaspoon sweet basil, 
ground. Beat until thick. Chill well 
before serving.
